Toscha  Seidel,  Russian  born 
genius  of  the  violin,  who  will  play 
in  Provo  tabernacle  Monday,  Feb- 
ruary 20,  8:15  p.m.,  once  aspired  to 
be  a policeman — an  ambition,  for- 
tunately limited  to  childhood. 

An  uncle  was  the  only  member  of 
his  clan  displaying  musical  talent, 
but  young  Toscha  early  revealed 
exceptional  ability  with  the  violin. 

It  was  not  without  some  struggle, 
however,  that  he  resigned  his  vis- 
ions of  uniform  •nd  brass  buttons 
.for  the  shiny  surface  of  a fiddle. 

Today,  the  surfae’e  of  Toscha 
Seidel’s  violin  is  something  more 
than  merely  shiny,  it  is  a part  of 
one  of  the  world’s  most  prized  in- 
struments, a 60,000  dollar  Stradi- 
varius,  made  in  Cremona,  Italy,  ir 
1714.  And  as  its  owner  has  moved 
upward  in  the  world  to  possession 
of  this  splendid  instrument,  so  has 
he  moved  up  in  the  estimation  of 
music  lovers. 

He  was  a student  of  the  great 
Leopold  Auer,  and  ranks  now  as 
perhaps  the  most  brilliant  of  this 
teacher’s  students,  which  include 
Heifitz,  Elman,  who  last  year  play- 
ed in  Provo,  and  Zimbalist.  He 
was  a boy  prodigy. 

Toscha  Seidel  made  his  world 
debut  in  Oslo,  Norway,  when  only 
fourteen,  and  won  such  laurels  that 
his  American  debut  was  delayed 
three  years  by  demands  for  Conti- 
nental performance.  Carnegie  Hall, 

New  York,  was  the  site  of  a tri- 
umph transcending  his  European 
successes.  His  success  in  America 
was  assured,  and  subsequent  ap- 
pearances in  concert,  with  symph- 
ony orchestras,  on  the  radio,  have 
insured  his  position  with  music  pa- 
trons and  critics.  ■■  . ■ O J

United  States  Commercial  Policy 
Lauded  By  Sir  Arthur  Wilier t

Branding  nationalism  as  the  basic 
cause  of  all  modern  wars,  Sir  Ar- 
thur Willert  Monday  night  lauded 
recent  commercial  support  of  the 
United  States  to  England  and 
France  as  a powerful  restraint  on 
the  dictatorships  of  Europe. 

Speaking  in  Provo  tabernacle 
under  the  auspices  of  Brigham 
Young  university  - Community 
concert  association,  the  internation- 
ally famous  British  diplomat,  auth- 
or and  newspaper  correspondent, 
gave  a scholarly  discussion  of  the 
European  scene.  He  expressed  be- 
lief that  a general  European  con- 
flict is  not  likely  in  the  near  fu- 
ture.

attempt  any  drastic  step  in  the  near 
future.

He  explained  that 
because  of  the  comparative  weak- 
ness of  Italy  that  country  would  be 
likely  to  follow  Hitler’s  lead.

In  the  even  of  a continuation  of 
the  armaments  race  the  dictatorial 
countries  are  likely  to  crack  up 
first,  Sir  Arthur  said,  since  the  re- 
sources, money  and  goodwill  of  the 
democracies  are  the  greater. 

During  a question  period  follow- 
ing his  lecture,  Sir  Arthur  stated 
that  he  could  see  no  likelihood  of  a 
settlement  of  the  Japanese-Chinese 
conflict  for  a “very  long”  time.

The 
orchestra  opened  the  broadcast 
with  strains  of  “Way  Dowm  Upon 
The  Swanee  River,”  aftre  which 
they  played  Percy  Grainger’s 
“Shepherd’s  Hey.” 

The  next  number,  “My  Old  Ken- 
tucky Home,”  was  sung  by  the 
chorus  in  honor  of  the  act  for  which 
Lincoln  was  most  famous:  the  em- 
ancipation of  the  slaves,  and  was 
followed  by  “Rain  on  the  River,” 
by  the  chorus  and  orchestra.  The

President  John  Taylor  Praised  By 
Elder  George  Albert  Smith 


Containing  the  series  of  talks  on 
the  lives  of  the  early  leaders  of  our 
Church,  Elder  George  Albert  Smith 
spoke  on  the  life  of  President  John 
Taylor  in  the  Wednesday  devotion- 
al. 

“In  my  opinion  the  Lord  has  ga- 
thered together  throughout  the  his- 
tory of  the  world  two  great  groups 
of  men  who  had  an  influence  on 
humanity  more  potent  than  any 
other  groups,”  stated  Elder  Smith. 
“These  groups  were  first,  those 
who  wrote  the  constitution  of  the 
United  States,  and  second  that 
group  of  pioneers  who  entered  Salt 
Lake  valley  in  1847.” 

He  continued  by  telling  of  some 
of  his  experiences  while  acting  as 
bodyguard  for  President  John 
Taylor,  one  of  the  leaders  of  that 
group  of  pioneers. 

Elder  Smith  stated  that  there 
were  two  outstanding  characteris- 
tics of  President  Taylor  which  in- 


» — 

fluenced  his  life  a great  deal,  his 
courage  and  dignity.  President  Tay- 
lor joined  the  Church  in  1836  and 
from  that  time  on  was  very  active 
in  Church  affairs.  He  filled  several 
missions  in  England,  France  and 
Germany,  and  was  sent  by  the 
Church  in  numerous  instances  to 
take  care  of  business  affairs  of  the 
Church. 

President  Taylor  was  an  influ- 
ential writer  and  edited  Church 
publications  on  several  occasions. 
He  and  Parley  P.  Pratt  compiled 
the  first  hymn  book  of  the  Church. 
He  was  present  in  the  Carthage 
jail  when  Joseph  and  Hyrum 
Smith  were  killed.  He  was  wound- 
ed by  four  bullets  at  the  same  time. 

“The  life  of  John  Taylor  is  as 
interesting  as  any  novel,”  Elder 
Smith  stated.  He  added  that  it  was 
more  interesting  because  it  was  the 
truth.

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War  Pictures  Not  So  Pleasant 

When  we  begin  to  worry  too  much  about  our  own  little 
sphere  of  activities,  it  does  us  quite  a bit  of  good  to  view  a film 
such  as  the  news  reel  recently  shown  at  a local  theatre. 

This  picture  showing  the  Loyalist  refugees  slowly  moving 
out  of  Spain  into  France,  for  us  was  the  greatest  single  ex- 
ample we  have  ever  had  of  the  horrors  of  war.  Somehow  the 
sight  of  soldiers  shooting  off  cannons  and  then  being  shot 
with  cannons  doesn’t  affect  us  very  much,  but  the  picture  of 
orphaned  children,  feeble  old  men  and  women  and  wounded 
soldiers  making  their  way  across  snow  covered  mountain  pas- 
ses made  us  wonder  about  this  Spanish  war — or  any  war  for 
that  matter. 

War  probably  is  a lot  of  fun  to  the  generals  and  other  of- 
ficers behind  the  lines  who  have  the  time  of  their  lives  playing 
something  like  a gigantic  game  of  chess.  But  those  people  in 
the  picture  whom  we  saw  grabbing  like  dogs  for  a bit  of  bread 
are  suffering  more  misery  than  it  is  possible  to  conceive. 

When  we  think  that  this  war  in  Spain  is  a civil  war  — 
supposedly — the  idea  becomes  doubly  terrible.  It  seems  im- 
possible here  at  the  Y where  so  many  sections  of  the  nation 
are  represented,  that  one  part  of  a country,  or  one  political  party 
could  actually  take  up  arms  against  another. 

What  we  are  rather  crudely  trying  to  get  at  is  that  after 
having  had  a lackadaisical,  attitude  for  years,  we  have  suddenly 
become  a pacifist.  Not  that  we  care  very  much  if  someone 
drops  a bomb  on  our  head  but  the  idea  of  kids  starving  and 
walking  practically  barefooted  through  a foot  of  snow  and 
slush  to  get  somewhere  where  they  might  get  something  to  eat 
is  a little  more  than  we  can  stomach. 

So  after  this  when  the  bull  sessions  start  and  someone 
starts  moaning  about  their  monetary  difficulties,  their  batching 
troubles,  what  is  wrong  with  the  school,  state  and  nation, 
we’ll  tell  them  in  one  syllable  words  just  how  lucky  they  are 
to  know  that  their  children  will  probably  never  have  to  cry 
for  a crust  of  bread. 

That  is  they  won’t  if  the  citizens  and  leaders  of  this  na- 
tion can  keep  their  heads  and  not  worry  too  much  about  dirty 
cracks  from  self  important  dictators.
